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SCHOOLS. 


The visiting committee of the School Board submits the 
following remarks. During the fiscal year ending February 15, 
1912, the six schools have each been in session thirty-two weeks. 

One hundred and forty-one pupils have been registered. 
Of this number, four were out of town children and paid tuition. 

Forty-nine visits have been made by the visiting committee, 
and five hundred and twenty-six instances of tardiness are re- 
corded. 

Speaking in a general way the school vear has been a success- 
ful one, though owing to various causes there has been a succession. 
of difierent teachers in some of the schools. Only two schools, 
Orford Street Grammar, and Orfordville Primary, have been 
fortunate, in retaining the same instructor, throughout the year. 
The teachers have been fatthful in their work and best of progress. 
has been made in nearly all the schools. 


TARDINESS. 


Orfordville Grammar School, winter term has the greatest 
number in one term, 82; Davis Town School, winter term, has the 
least, 1. 

All efforts should be made by the parents, to have regular and 
constant attendance on the part of the children and parents are 
expected to furnish written excuses to the teachers for all absences 
and tardiness. If every parent would remember this it would 
save the Truant Officer many trips and be much more satisfactory 
to the teachers. 

We sincerely hope that next year will show a better report. 


Text Books. 


A new series of Arithmeties (Milnes) have been placed in the 
schools, during the year, and some supplementary reading. Text 
books and supplies have been purchased as needed. 

A set of new reading books will be wanted in all the schools 
during the coming vear.

CURRENT EVENTS. 


We are much pleased in seeing how much the scholars, as a 
whole, are interested in the ‘Current Events,’’ papers. In the 
Grammar School at Orford Street, twenty copies are paid for 
by the pupils. We wish the paper might go into every family m 
town and be read by the parents as well as the children, 


IMPROVEMENTS. 


The new seats which are very helpful to pupils and teachers, 
have been placed in the Orford street school, and a flag pole has at 
length been found and raised in front of the school building. 


VISITORS. 


We wish we might see more names upon our visiting list. 
This is a ‘‘stereotyped remark,’’ found in almost all school reports 
in some form or other and mects with little response. Still 
teachers, pupils and school board would be glad to have parents 
visit school. It would truly be a great encouragement to the 
teachers, if the majority of the parents would avail themselves 
of this privilege. 

This is a standing invitation for the coming year, and will be 
given again in next years’ report. 


(GRADUATION. 


No graduation was held in town the past year. 

With the permission of the school board, the graduating class 
desired and decided to take an automobile trip to St. Johnsbury 
and visit the Fairbank Works, the museum, etc., in place of 
the usual exercises. 

The graduates were accompanied by one of the teachers, and 
were obliged to write a detailed account of their sight-seeing, ia 
the form of an essay, before receiving their diplomas. 


Hic Scuoon. 
All scholars, intending to enter or wishing to contmue ix 


High School or academies, and desiring their tuition paid by the 
district, are requested to file both their names and the name of 


the school they desire to attend, with the school board at as early 
date as circumstances permit. 


For names of teachers, number of pupils in each school, ete., 
and for all information of a financial nature, you are referred to the 
table of statistics and the various reports. 

We think the district should maintain thirty-five weeks in 
all the schools. Then, with nine years to complete the Grammar 
school, the course of study could be followed more carefully and 
thoroughly, and to much better advantage by teachers and pupils. 
In this manner, pupils when they left our ‘‘grade schools’’ would 
be better equipped either to enter higher schools, or engage directly 
in the various pursuits of life. 

We respectfully ask that the people bear this in mind when 
the money is appropriated for schools at our next school meeting. 

Permit us to refer to a homely and an old familiar saying, 
which seems appropriate to use in the town of Orford, where so 
much teaming is done. ‘‘A four horse team to accomplish any 
great results must pull together.’’ 

The visiting committee would suggest that it would be a 
grand thing for the schools of Orford if parents, teachers, school 
board and all interested in education would ‘pull together,’’ 
or co-operate for the welfare of the children, for the children of a 
town are its most valuable assets. 

In closing I wish to thank everyone for the kindness and 
many courtesies shown me throughout the town.
